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ABSTRACT 


A total of 222 species belonging to 117 genera under 5 families of Korean Cur- 
culionoidea sensu stricto are listed, among them 72 species are newly added for Korean 
fauna. 


INTRODUCTION 


Taxonomic works on the superfamily Curculionoidea excluding Platypodidae and 
Scolytidae from Korea have been insufficiently and sporadically conducted despite of the 
agricultural and silvicultural importance. 

So, the authors intend to revise not only all the known taxa but also further hitherto 
unknown in Korea based on the long series of collections of Department of Agricultural 
Biology, Kyungpook Nat. University, The Division of Entomology, National Science 
Museum, and Department of Entomology, Institute of Agricultural Sciences, ORD. 

In the present paper the authors add 72 species unknown from Korea hitherto, and 
thus totally 222 species belonging to 117 genera under 5 families are arranged as a provi- 
sional result. 

An extensive monographic volume for easy of use will be published a several years 
later upon the availability of funding support.
